"I wired you this morning as (ol 
lows: 'I hereby demand of you all 
the property of Cassle r^. Chadwlck 
now in yonr possession or \inder your 
control and I hereby notify you not 
to deliver same to any other person.' 

"Information has reached me that 
certain property, oonslsttng partially 
et valuablea and jewelry belonging to 
Mrs. Cassle L. Chadwlck, is now at 
the Hoffman hotise and under your 
control, and I shall hold you respon- 
Bible for a faithful accounting for 
same. If you will advise me as to the 
charges which you have thereon, I 
■hall arrange to pay the same that the 
property may he delivered to me in 
Cleveland." 

Reeeived No Satisfaction. 

Charles L. Oreen Hall, of this city, 
■aid Wednesday night that as the rep- 
resentative of I.ouls Grossmann, a 
Cleveland lawyer, he had called at the 
Hoffman house and seen Mr. Cadda- 
gan. He said that he had made de- 
mand for the property, but that he 
did not receive any satisfaction nor 
did he learn whether there was any' 
property of Mrs. Chadwlck in the ho- 
tel. He declared that the proprietor 
said that he would communicate with 
him later through his lawyer.

HICKORY WOOD. 



There Is An Increasing Scarcity 
That Class of Timber.

Chicago, Dec. 22.— Increasing scarc- 
ity of hickory wood in the I'nited 
States has alarmed the manufactur- 
ers of wooden vehiolee to such an ex- 
tent that a meeting here Wednesday 
of ovet' 200 representatives of these 
manufacturers the advisability of tak- 
ing the matter before congress was 
discussed. Hickory trees recently 
have been attacked by an insect, 
which,' it is said, is test destroying that 
class of timber. At Wednesday's meet- 
ing it was declared that unless the 
government tiH)k action in devising 
means whei.'l)y these insects could be 
kept from brtedliiK, in ten years prac- 
tically all hickory trees in the United 
Itatee will have been destroyed.

She Was Struck By Uie Floating Per- 
rick Hercules. 

New York, nee. 22.— Breaking five 
great cables as if they had been 
threads, the 100-ton floating derrick 
Hercules, moored to the side of the 
new battleship Connecticut, broke 
adrift in the navy yard basin in Wal- 
labout bay Wednesday and crashed 
Into til*' stern of the battleship Texas, 
Rniashlug several plates and so Injur- 
ing the war vessel that She WiU have 
to go into the drydock. 

In the basin when a Heree squall 
swept over it were the Texas, Illinois, 
Kentucky, Tacoma and Minneapolis. 
The Hercules was securely tied to the 
Connecticut and was landing great ar- 
mor plates on the decks. The strain 
caused by the heavy wind caused the 
cables to break and the derrick started 
up the bay towards the warships. 

Two tugs, the Narkeet and Pentuck- 
ot, were hastily dispatched to catch 
the fleeing derrick, which was making 
directly for the Taeema and Minno- 
apolls, moored close together. The 
Pentucket caught the Hercules when 
almost upon the warships and made 
fast to her. Before the derrick could 
be controlled it swung around and 
struck the Texas squarely in the stem 
post. ,

Fred Jones Killed a ConatabIs and a 
Woman and Attempted Sulelde. 

Lockport, N. Y., Dec. 22.— Fred 
Jones, of Charlottesville, Wednesday 
afternoon shot and killed Constable 

William C. Gray and Mrs. Ahble Good- 
rich, a widow. He then turned the re- 
volver upon himself and flre{l a bullet 
into his brain. He Is still alive, but 
surgeons say he can not recover. 

Jones was a rejected suitor for Mrs. 
Goodrich's hand. He is 28 years old 
and Mrs. Goodrich 54. 

So persistent had Jones become that 
Mrs. Goodrich went before a Justice 
of the peace and made complaint, 
claiming that Jones had threatened to 
kill her and set her buildings on Are 
If she would not'marry him. A war- 
rant was issued and given to Consta- 
ble Gray to serve. Jones asked that 
Mrs. Goodrich be sent for in order 
that he might adjust matters and avoid 
being arrested. When Jones heard 
the woman's voice he drew a revolver 
and shot Gray, killing him instantly. 
He then shot Mrs. Goodric h in the leg, 
causing her to fall to the floor. Ad- 
vancing close to her, he put another 
bullet into her head. He then shot 
himself in the head.

ZEMSTVOS ADDRESS CONSIDERED.

St Petersburg, Dec. 22.— Emperor 
Nicholas is holding councils dally at 
Tsarskjos-Selo, at which, it is under- 
stood, the internal situation In Russia 
Is beim; tliuroughly discussed. Among 
those whi.> are attending the councils 
are Grand DukO Michael, the brother 
of the emperor, ministers and mem- 
bers of the council of the empiro, in- 
cluding Prince Svlatapolk-Mlrsky, min- 
ister of the interior; M. Witte, presi- 
dent yf the ministerial council; M. 
Poboddntsoff, procurator general of 
the Holy Synod; M. Muravieff, minis- 
ter of Justice; M. Kokovxolf, minister 
of finance: Count Vorontcoff-Dashkdir, 
head of the Russian Red Cross; Count 
Solsky and Mm. Erniloff, Fritch, Rich 
ter and Hesse. Prince Svialopolk- 
Mirsky laid before the council the 
addresses and resolutions adopted by 
the congress of semstvos whteh was 
held here last month. 

Discourage Political Agitation. 

Prince Sviatopolk-Mirsky, M. Witte 
and Count Solsky favored a policy of 
concession, but the others opposed 
such a policy on the ground that the 
deniiuuls of the zenistvoists were sub- 
versive of the essential principles of 
the autocr.'iey. In the opinion of the 
council it is not the time to entertain 
proposals looking toia change in the 
existing form of government while 
war is In progress, and it was decided 
to discourage politiral agitation. 
Measures will be drawn up relative to 
the distress consequent upon mobiliza 
tion. 

There is no eonflrmation of the re- 
port fh,»t Vice Adm. RoJestvensky has 

been appointed commander-in-chief of 
the Pacific squadron and that Adm. 
Skrydlotf is to become a member of 
the board of admiralty. 

8TBAMBR LADY MITCHBLL. 

It Reaehed Fort Arthur With Sup 
pliee» Ammunitloflt Bte. 

L(mdon, EK'c. 22.- The Daily Tele- 
graph's Chefoo correspondent says 
that the steamer Lady Mitchell, which 
sailed from Tslngao with supplies, am- 
munition and dynamite, reached Port 
Arthur during a snow storm four 
nights ago. He also says it is reported 
that the Japanese were compelled to 
evacuate their position on Etse moun- 
tain, owing to a flanking fire from otli- 
er forts and the explosion of Russian 
mines, from which they lost heavily. 

The .hipaiie.se, the correspondent 
adds, are employing thousands of 
coolies making s'rong forts at Dalny 
and around Port Arthur. They ex- 
press a determination to eapturo Port 
Arthur before the Chinese new year. 
An attack is now preparing that will 
he on a hitherto nii<'(|iialed scale, and 
it will mean either success or terri- 
ble disaster to the besiegers. The cor- 
respondent concludes by saying that 
it Is stated that Gen. Nogi has asked 
for $0,000 reinforcements from Japan.

A Fareols Peat 

Representative Henry (Ct.) Intro- 
duced a bill Wednesday "to secure the 
full \ise of the Unlteil Stat^-s rural mail 
equipment and to i)lace tlie rural serv- 
ice on a paying basis." 

The bill provides "that within the 
limits of the respective rural routes, 
served by post wagons, parcels of mail 
matter shall be colleeti-d anii delivered 
house to house, by tlie eaiiiers. in 
weight up to 2U0 pounds, and in di- 
menaloM up to a barrel, no parcel, 
however, to be more than six feet in 
length." 

The bill specifies that tlie rates on 
parcels shall be one cent for eight 
ounces or less, two cents for a pound; 
five cents for from 1 to 11 pounds; 10 
cents for a half bushel, 80 pounds; 15 
cents for a bushel ; 20 cents for a naif 
barrel, and 25 cents for a barrel.
